NO PLACE TO HIDE... 
(Guest editorial) 


All three deaths from polio in Rock 
County this season have been pinpointed 
on the Milton-Milton Junction community. 
No one can fail to sense the feeling of 
dread apprehension in the air. Where 
will the mysterious disease strike next? 

Earlier this year we printed the pre- 
cautions medical authorities believe help- 
ful to reduce the tendency to contract 
polio. But these were mere suggestions 
and do not stand as a guarantee against 
the disease. Doctors themselves readily 
admit that polio is an extremely difficult 
disease to diagnose, especially of the deadly 
bulbar type. Although the cooler weather 
of the autumn season holds a promise of 
fewer cases, polio can very well strike any 
month of the year. 

Science has succeeded in telling man 
the exact minute of the moon’s eclipse. 
Science has cracked the atom and given 
man the fateful decision of a life of tre- 
mendous promise, with almost limitless 
horizons of opportunity — or earth-shat- 
tering destruction. Science has eased man’s 
misery, doubled man’s life span within the 
past 50 years. But no one knows the 
cause of polio. 

And polio is no longer “infantile paraly- 
sis” exclusively. Polio can strike down and 
kill an adult just as readily as it takes a 
child within its black folds of pain and 
death. 

Polio is a cruel reminder that man can- 
not be sufficient unto himself. Polio — 
like the sometimes swift hand of death 
itself — does not run on man-made time- 
tables.

MUSIC AT CONFERENCE

Out of potential discord at Conference, 
1950, came a harmonious desire to advance 
together — perhaps the most significant 
part of the “music” heard at Salem. Cer- 
tainly the ministry of music during this 
year’s session was important, possibly even 
contributing directly to the happy outcome. 
The messages brought through solos, choir 
selections, and instrumental numbers were 
all notably sincere and effective; much 
more was apparent than mere musician- 
ship. Music, as Longfellow sensed, is the 
universal language and has powerful ways 
of reaching and influencing the deepest 
feelings of man, especially when presented 
with Christian dedication. 

The forty-voice Conference choir, di- 
rected by Clarence Rogers, was essentially 
the regular Salem Church choir, composed 
in part of college students, and augmented 
by a few delegates who arrived in time for 
special rehearsals. Selections chosen were 
from the world’s finest Church music and 
were made unusually appealing by being 
sung a cappella. 

Male quartets highlighted the special 
musical numbers. Singing together as a 
chorus, members of old-time evangelistic 
quartets were featured during the Friday 
evening consecration service. Testimonies 
from the various singers recalled evan- 
gelistic triumphs of the past, and inspired 
renewed zeal for the present. A Salem 
College quartet, reunited for the first time 
in thirteen years, voiced the desire felt in 
each heart when they sang as one of their 
numbers, “Come, Spirit, come . . . until 
this heart of mine is all aglow with love.” 

On two occasions the young people, 
nearly one hundred strong, furnished the 
musical prelude to the evening worship 
programs. At other times, special periods 
of worship in music were provided as the 
introduction to the evening hour, with old 
familiar hymns blended one into the other, 
and a brass quartet furnishing the accom: 
paniment. The worshipful atmosphere of 
the auditorium was enhanced by an electric 
organ, provided especially for the Confer- 
ence sessions. 

A unique sharing of Conference inspira- 
tion was made possible through the magic 
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of magnetic wire recording. One of # 
selections sung by the choir on the openi 
day was captured by the microphone af 
forwarded to the Milton Church to ] 
played as a part of their regular worsh 
service.

NEWS IN THE WORLD OF RELIGION

A plea for the Churches in the towns and 
county seats of America to “cease to be selfish” 
and to have a concern for the welfare of the 
people of the surrounding rural and village com- 
munities, was made recently before a gathering 
of rural and village ministers by Rev. Cecil R. 
Culver, of Little Rock, Ark. “The town Church 
owes its spiritual and its financial strength to 
the rural Church,” said Dr. Culver. “The town 
Church sapped the leadership of the rural Church 
and left it to struggle alone... .” The solution 
of the problem, according to Dr. Culver, is to 
be found in the organization of “larger par- 
ishes” or “group ministries” in which Churches 
of a “natural area,” such as a county, co-operate 
to meet the religious needs of the whole area. 
This may be a parish including the town and 
all the outlying Churches of the denomination 
or of a group of denominations, or it may be an 
association of the ministers of the Churches of 
the area for co-operative work.

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| VISITED INDIANAPOLIS 
By Rev. C. Harmon Dickinson 


During April and May, 1950, the Asha- 
way Church released its pastor to do mis- 
sionary-evangelistic work in Indianapolis, 
Ind., under the auspices of the Missionary 
Board. So I visited Indianapolis, and while 
there assisted with the services on four 
Sabbaths in the First Seventh Day Baptist 
Church of Indianapolis, and spent con- 
siderable time during three weeks working 
with the local pastor, Rev. Leslie O. 
Greene, in home visitation. 


National Association of Evangelicals 


The beginning of this Indianapolis visit 
coincided with the Eighth Annual Conven- 
tion of the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals held in that city, April 18-21. I 
had the privilege of attending the sessions 
along with Pastor Greene. The N.A.E. is 
a voluntary association of evangelical 
Churches, denominations, schools, mission 


organizations, ministerial fellowships, evan- * 


gelistic organizations, and individuals or- 
ganized for the purpose of reaffirming 
loyalty to the historic evangelical faith cen- 
tered in the Gospel of Jesus Christ our 
Lord and to provide a medium for united 
action among evangelical Christians of 
America. 

The convention theme was “God’s Word 
for God’s World.” There was a spirit 
of unity which pervaded the meetings, 
springing not from organizational co-opera- 
tion alone, but from the feeling of oneness 
in the fellowship of “like precious faith.” 
There was deep concern for evangelism 
and an earnestness in searching out and 
applying all worthy means of presenting 
the gospel to the world. Both personal 
conviction in doctrinal matters and right- 
eous living of the Christian faith were 
stressed. As a visitor, I could not help 
being deeply impressed by the N.A.E.’s 
record of growth (over 1,000,000 members) 
and the tremendous activity and accom- 
plishments of its short history. 


Indianapolis Seventh Day Baptists 
The work with the Indianapolis Church 
was a joy. Pastor Greene and I visited 
70 homes, making 120 individual contacts 
as ambassadors of Jesus Christ. We tried 
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to bring\encouragement and inspiration 
to the members of the Church, instru 
tion and comfort to the troubled, infor 
mation to those interested in learning the 
truth from God’s Word, and’ the gospeé 
message of power to those who had 
found Christ as Lord and Saviour from 
sin. Several contacts offered opportunity 
to speak directly about the need of accept 
ing Jesus Christ as personal Saviour | 
order to be born again through Him. Or 
the four Sabbaths it was my privilege t 
bring messages from the Bible, which wt 
humbly trust were directed by the Lord 
There has been much prayer for theg¢ 
efforts, and each one must continue f€ 
pray for a stronger local fellowship # 
Christ and for conviction of the Hol 
Spirit according to each individual need 
Unfortunately, our Church has 
some setbacks since its organization 0 
November 1, 1947. For some of the out 
standing leaders to withdraw from the fel 
lowship is heartbreaking, to say the least 
However, Seventh Day Baptists in I 
dianapolis are not left without a witnesi 
from a faithful group which is carrying of 
the work of the Church.

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WESTERLY, R. I. — Summertime in 
Westerly brings frequent changes in our 
congregation and adjustments in the 
Church program.
